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DETAILED ACTION 
Abstract 

Applicant is reminded of tine proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains more than 1 50 
words and also includes legal phraseology, i.e., "said". Correction is required for both 
issues. See MPEP§ 608.01(b). 



Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 2, 5' 
full paragraph, the disclosure refers to "the module having the features of claim 16". 

However, following the renumbering of the claims for allowance, the module claim will 
be claim 23 and amending the specification accordingly will overcome this objection. 

Appropriate correction is required to either amend the specification as noted or 
delete all references to claims in the specification. 
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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because tlney liave sliading 
regions and light pencil lines and thus do not show the detail of the drawings as 
described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper 
understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Regarding claims 31-52, the prior art does not show or teach the shielding sleeve 
surrounding the support and electrically connected to the support, together with the 
sensor unit and connection part, all inserted into a casing sleeve as recited in the claims 
and in combination with the other features of the claims. 

Regarding claim 53-61 , the prior art does not show or teach the shielding sleeve 
electrically connected to the support and surrounding the support, the support having an 
electronic circuit thereon connected to the sensor unit located at a measurement end of 
the support and the connection part placed on one of the support and sleeve as recited 
in the claims and in combination with the other features of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Prior Art of Record
